COURT NOT UNANIMOUS IN FINDING 


Four Justices Dissented to the Majority Opinion, 
While One Concurred, But on Different

A twenty-three word cablegram 
from London reported adoption by 
the house of commons of a bill sus­ 
pending grand juries for the period 
of the war and 
for 
six 
months 
thereafter. Thus 
another dearly- 
secured and long-cherished institu­ 
tion of popular liberty 
is 
swept 
away iii obedience to the exigen­ 
cies bf the most terrible war of all 
time. The purpose of the act is not 
explained. 
But the anomaly of it 
can not escape attention and cause 
th** reflecting to wonder what the 
end of this awful cataclysm holds 
or less or more freedom for peo­ 
ple's who have prided 
themselves 
on the democracy of the govern­ 
mental system under 
which 
they 
have lived. 
The war is waged to 
prevent the destruction of human 
liberty, we are told; the partisans 
of bot Ii sides sincerely believe that 
is the objective of each. 
Yet dur­ 
ing the last thirty months we have 
seen suspended 
practically 
every 
right the peoples of the countries 
affected 
have 
enjoyed; 
all 
are 
struggling under quite similar con­ 
ditions of a solution, and it is taken 
fen- granted, where it is not posi­ 
tively declared, the 
old 
liberties 
will not be restored 
for 
a 
long 
time after peace comes. 
We have 
gelt over smiling at Russia on one 
side and Turkey on the other bat­ 
tling for the* advancement of man­ 
kind and the enthronement of hu­ 
man liberties 
throughout 
Europe, 
and we ought to cease to wonder at 
the successive restraints that have 
been put upon popular rights in 
England during the war . We can 
bow 
to 
the 
dictum, 
“necessity 
knows no law,” for a period like 
the present. 
But when will neces­ 
sity vanish and 
law 
resume 
its 
sway 
ever? 
Speculative 
minds 
will seek an answer to that. 
In 
view of the changes of temper war 
has wrought in men whose princi­ 
ples seemed firmly established in 
other days the answer they find is 
not reassuring. 
The grand jury in Great Britain 
is an institution not to bi* lightly 
suspended, though the day of its 
greatest usefulness is past. 
It had 
its beginning in Saxon times, over 
a thousand years ago. 
Brutal kings 
sought from time to time to set it 
aside, for it interfered with their 
base designs. But it was a bulwark 
of the people against royal aggres­ 
sion and they would not give it up. 
After a number of contests between 
monarchs and people 
it 
became 
firmly 
established 
aud for three 
hundred years no one in England 
has thought of setting it aside. Our 
fathers fought for it in the Revo­ 
lutionary war; one of their griev­ 
ance's against King George was his 
persistent violations of their right 
of the grand inquest. 
And when 
they came to write the constitution 
of the United States of America 
they fixed for all time in our sys­ 
tem of jurisprudence. 
Every state 
has it, also. 
It will be interesting 
to observe how the English people 
regard its suspension for a perioc 
longer than the war. I
